Located at the southern gate of, and distant but four miles 
from the city of San Francisco, it occupies the southern slope 
of the San Bruno mountains, extending from Baden station 
on the west to San Bruno Point and the waters of San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay on the east, and from the territory of the Crocker 
estate on the north to the old Mission San Jose road on the 
south, embracing a total area in one compact body of nearly 
four thousand acres. All that portion of the big tract lying 
east of the Bay Shore Railway, and extending to San Bruno 
Point and the Bay of San Francisco, was set apart exclusively 
for factory sites, and all the land west from the Bay Shore 
Railway was laid out into blocks, lots, avenues, streets, alleys 
and squares, as a business and residence district. 

The business district proper occupies the comparatively 
level land lying east of Maple avenue and extending to the 
Bay Shore Railroad. This is the only territory within which 
saloons are permitted. Whilst this district is set apart for 
business, there are nevertheless many residences located 
within its confines. 

The residence district is a grand division, one and a half 
miles from east to west, by one mile from north to south, em¬ 
bracing a thousand acres of level plateau, undulating hills and 
sunny slopes, with the San Bruno Mountains rising 1,100 feet 
above the sea as a sheltering background to the north; to the 
south a broad and smiling valley; and for its eastern prospect 
the blue waters of the broad bay of San Francisco. 1 he lots 
in this ideal residence district, provided for South San Fran¬ 
cisco home owners, are of uniform size, 50 by 140 feet, with 
a broad street in front and an alley 20 feet wide in the rear 
Many streets are graded, cement sidewalks laid, se vens and 
water, and an extensive system of mains have been put in the 
principal streets.

South San Francisco’s founders planned an industrial ^ity, 
in which its wage earners should be home owners, realizing 
the economic fact that the man who owns his home is a per¬ 
manent, as well as a better workman. The plans of the 
founders of this young city have thus far been practically 
realized. Of the dwelling houses already completed, fully 
half have been built and are owned and occupied by resident 
workingmen. 

The public school has always taken first place in South San 
Francisco. Sixteen years ago, when the town was founded, 
the people voted $10,000, and built the first school house. Last 
year $20,000 in bonds were voted, and another fine school 
building is nearly completed. 

The religious element is active, earnest and well represented 
here. There are three church buildings completed, and out of 
debt, with regular services, viz., the Protestant Episcopal, the 
Catholic and Methodist Episcopal churches. 

A first-class hospital is established, and has met with such 
success that its proprietors are preparing to erect a commodi¬ 
ous, modern building for hospital purposes. 

Its bank, organized two years ago with a paid-up capital of 
$50,000, and $5,000 surplus, with safe deposit vaults and a 
savings department, paid a dividend to its stockholders before 
the end of its first year’s existence. The deposits have already 
reached the sum of $225,000. A local building and loan asso¬ 
ciation has become an active and potent factor in home build¬ 
ing and town development. 

The local Board of Trade is a live organization. It has al¬ 
ready secured the passage of a county ordinance, protecting 
the merchants of this town and county against peddlers and 
traveling order agents. It is now at work to improve the 
street car and railroad service and the lighting of the streets. 

The city was laid out on solid lines, and today it can boast of 
its schools and churches, its independent water-works plant, 
its sewerage system, its electric street car service, its electric

light and power company, its bank, its theatre, its railway 
service, its deep water shipping facilities, its fine homes, and 
above all, its manufacturing enterprises. Of these, the great 

* works of the American Smelting and Refining Company, now 
building, will easily take the lead. Upwards of $5,000,000 will 
be expended in this gigantic plant, the largest of its kind in 
the world. 

Next in importance is the Western Meat Company, employ¬ 
ing 750 men. This is the pioneer industry of South San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The W. P. Fuller’s white lead works is another long-estab¬ 
lished industry at this place. They give employment to 
nearly 300 men. Their plant, representing an expenditure of 
upwards of $1,000,000, is more than its name implies. They 
manufacture, besides white lead, all kinds of high grade lubri¬ 
cating and painters’ oils, and almost every kind of painters’ 
supplies. A large part of their plant is devoted to the manu¬ 
facture of heavy and bevel plate glass mirrors. 

* The Steiger Pottery Works is another high-class long-estab¬ 
lished industry at this place, employing many men and being 
a recognized leader in the manufacture of pottery, fire-brick, 
mantels, sewer pipe and terra cotta. Mr. W. E. Dennison, of 
the City Street Improvement Company, is president of this 
company and L. A. Steiger is its general manager. 

The Pacific Jupiter Steel Company has a fine plant, and by 
a patented process of its own, transforms common scrap steel 
into the finest and highest grade steel. The capacity of the 
plant has been increased annually since its establishment, and 
now employs 150 men. 

The Alexander Brick Company is an old institution of the 
town. It has twenty acres of fine land on the northern water 
front of the town; has the continuous automatic kilns with the 
latest and best brick machinery, and turns out a very fine 
grade of building bricks. It employs some fifty men, and 
Thomas Butler, the well-known builder and contractor of San 
Francisco, is its president.

* The Electric Power and Light Company has a first-class 
plant and transmitting station here, and furnishes power and 
light to the town and its factories, and to the entire northern 
portion of the peninsula, from Ocean View to Millbrae. This 
company is a potent factor in the development of the town 
and adjacent territory. 

The Mill and Lumber Company, of which Frank Knowles 
is manager, employs some twenty men in its planing mill and 
lumber yard.
